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It's finally getting into the meat of college basketball season, and 
one of my favorite things to do is nestle down in front of a game, turn 
the volume kfnd Dick Vitale) down, and put on some cool music 
available aj\our local Sam Goody. I highly recommend it, and if 
you're looking for a few ideas, check these out... 

Long Knives Drawn, the most recent release from Rainer Maria, 
retains all the best qualities of their previous work. Passionate, poet- 
ic lyrics befitting their namesake, the combination of dissonance and 
melodiousness between songs and within songs, and, most notice- 
ably, the powerhouse vocals of Caithlin De Marrais all coalesce into 
an engaging listen. 

The self-titled album from The Oatsuns finally makes its debut 
stateside, and it's worth the wait Part Stooges, part Thin Lizzy, part 
Queens of the Stone Age, this is an unapoiogetic, unflinchingly 
straightforward rock record, with one foot steeped in the 1970s and 
the other tapping in synch with the new garage movement. In short, 
it rocks. 

If you like your reference points tied closer to the 1980s look no 
further than the debut from Fischerspooner. Analog synths per- 
colate insistently and without pause, but what separates them from 
the electroclash pack (at least on record, as their shows are closer 
to performance art) is an unabashed tunefulness that barkens back 
to Kraftwerk and Depeche Mode. 

One of Mom's favorite albums from the last few years is The Art 
of Drowning from A.F.I. Judging by the first track from their upcoming 
major label debut, she is set for the next several months. The energy 
and urgency that one expects from the Bay Area punk rockers is evi- 
dent in the first single, "Girl's Not Grey". Mom's gonna be thrilled. 

Everclear returns in early March with Slow Motion Daydream, 
and while they don't stray too far from familiar territory, few bands 
over the last decade have maintained this level of consistency. 
Harmonies abound, great hooks exist in every song, and the every- 
man lyrical stance, replete with poignant reminiscences and a dash 
of regret, still strikes a chord. 

One of my favorite bands, Supergrass, has returned with Life on 
Other Planets, and I couldn't be happier. Their most consistent album 
since their debut, the CD is filled with melodies not readily shaken, 
and the unbridled ebullience, occasional goofiness, and propensity 
toward brevity are only enhanced by a more mature approach to 
songwriting. There's more attention to detail, more diverse instru- 
mentation, and enough variation to keep you riveted. 

The Raveonettes populate their rock and roll with a darkness 
and primality that recalls older bands like the Cramps and the Jesus 
& Mary Chain as well as more recent proponents of underbelly 
sound like Black Rebel Motorcycle Club. Whatever the influences, it 
works on Whip It On, as these Danes have blended punk rock, 
garage, and a droning-noir vision that makes for an intriguing debut. 

The second solo album from Verve frontman Richard Ashcroft, 
Human Conditions, is a sparse, beautiful, soul-wrenching examina- 
tion of faith and life's journey. The introspective nature of the songs 
is complemented wonderfully with his passionate vocals, and the 
extent of his cathartic expedition, typified in songs such as "Check 
the Meaning", "God in the Numbers", and "Running Away" is noth- 
ing short of powerful. 

Some people see the glass as half-full. For the rest of us, there's 
Nocturama, the latest from Nick Cave and the Bad Seeds. His first 
release on the Epitaph imprint Anti- finds Mr. Cave feeling despon- 
dent, as expected. But this release never collapses beneath all that 
brooding: The song cycle retains the hauntingly poetic longing he's 
so adept at portraying, but varies the mix with the driving shuffle of 
"Bring it On" and the fiery "Dead Man in My Bed". 

Stop into your local Sam Goody for these and other new releas- 
es. You've been good — you deserve it. Have a nice day.

"PROTEST SONG 2" 

Nearly a decade after 
scuffling with Oasis in the 
great battle of Britpop, 
Blur are back— bitter and 
older and wiser. "Britpop 
was a time of blind opti- 
mism," says frontman 
Damon Albarn. "We were 
being wined and dined by 
(future Prime Minister) Tony 
Blair. Now, I'm protesting 
outside his house." (Note: 
Albarn called us literally 
from the Parliament steps in London, where he was participating in an anti- 
war demonstration.) The band's first new album in four years — tentatively titled 
Think Tank ("It's what goes through George Bush's mind when he wakes up In 
the morning," Albarn quips)— is suffused with antiwar sentiment. Recording 
got off to a rough start last year when founding guitarist Graham Coxon left 
after a rumored rift with producer Norman Cook (a.k.a. Fatboy Slim) over Blur's 
dance-friendly direction. But Albarn says Coxon left before Cook's arrival. 
"And the tracks Norman produced, 'Crazy Beat' and 'Gene by Gene,' sound 
more like the Clash and the Stooges than anything else." Think Tank is out in 
May. At press time, the war was still pending. 





SIMPLY RAD 

Simple Plan are simple men. "It's so 
cool to be warm," singer Pierre Bouvier 
told us over a crudites platter back- 
stage at MTV's TRL on a frigid after- 
noon in New York City. With members 
of Good Charlotte providing moral 
support, the band were promoting 
their surprise hit album No Pads. No 
Helmets.. Just Balls during Spankin' 
New Bands Week. Fresh vegetables,

Everything Larry couldn't leave behind No, there's no 
giant glittery mechanical lemon. But at the Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame's newest exhibit, "In the Name of Love: Two 
Decades of U2," there are plenty of other odds and ends 
collected from the Irish rockers. Highlights include stage 
costumes, a first-place Battle of the Bands trophy from 
1978, and the first U2 T-shirt (drummer Larry Mullen Jr. 
made it for high school art class). "The shirt's old and 
yellow, but it's not moth-eaten," says exhibit head 
Jim Henke.

Yep, the drummer still wears a housedress. The band still pause mid-song for the occasional 
"silent jam." And the shows still draw more dreadlocked whiteys than Amsterdam during 
Cannabis Cup weekend. It's been more than two years since Phish played their so-called 
farewell show, and the road-tripping heads who ponied up a whole semester's ganja budget 
for tickets — which were changing hands for S 1 ,000 in the hours before the show — might have 
been expecting an epic gig. 

But what they got was merely a very good Phish show. No flying hot-dog chariot (12/31/94), no 
"Bohemian Rhapsody" with gospel choir (12/31/96), no full-length cover of Radiohead's Amnesiac 
(hey, we can dream). Just a band of hyper-musical freaks rocking their annual New Year's Eve 
party. Sure, opportunities were missed. The techno funk that keyboardist Page McConnell cooked 
up on his Vida Blue album and the horn-powered polyrhythms that made guitarist Trey Anastasio's 
solo tour such a blast were absent, But having spent the band's hiatus chasing their Individual 
music, the players were sharp and (from the look of things) happy to be home. 

You could hear it during "Piper," which opened the first of three sets, as Anastasio let go with 
an improbable hybrid of Robert Fripp's speed squalls, Dickey Betts' 
lyrical boogie, and Bob Mould's punk flailing. For a dude whose 
chops often work against him, his new affection for simple noise is 
heartening. If nothing else, the night showed him at the top of his 
game and getting better. 

There were the usual gentle head-fucks. The band segued from a 
film clip of Cast Away— in which Tom Hanks' character promises he'll 
be home for New Year's Eve but ends up marooned on an island, look- 
ing like a crazed Phish fan and screaming at a volleyball named Wil- 
son — into the Phish standard "Wilson," with McConnell's brother imitat- 
ing Hanks onstage. But best was the sparkling jam during "Seven 
Below," a wintry cha-cha from Phish's breezy latest album. Round 
Room. Fake snow dusted the crowd, and dancers resembling mutant 
Ice Capades hotties wriggled atop ladders, as the band rang in 2003 
with "Runaway Jim," a lithe Southern-rock homage that was the peak 
of their first New York City New Year's show in 1995 (it's scary, but — 
yes — Phish and their fans keep track of these things). 

Things petered out after a cover of Little Feat's thematically 
appropriate "Time Loves a Hero." But as always, this New Year's show 
dealt a final psychedelic sleight of hand: When the band's wide- 
eyed minions hit the streets, they met a city of people nearly as high

Whenever a televi- 
sion program is 
showing the symptoms of impend- 
ing cancellation, its cast has to worry 
whether they're going to follow it to 
the grave. Such is the case with 
Dawson's Creek, which, after nearly 
six seasons of melodrama and sus- 
piciously sophisticated dialogue, is 
rumored to be limping its way 
toward a permanent finale. For 
all the bravery and raw talent 
she's demonstrated on the series, 
Michelle Williams can't mask her 
concern that she'll always bear 
the stigma of the show that made 
her famous. 

"I don't know what it will be like 
to move on from something that 
has defined me for so long," says 
the 22-year-old actress. Even if the 
WB had never existed, Williams 
could still take pride in her impres- 
sive resume of films, which includes 
everything from big-studio come- 
dies like Dick to quieter independ- 
ent fare like Me Without You. Yet

there's no denying that 
she's always recognized 
as Dawson's Jen Lindley, 
the girl with the check- 
ered past and the foil 
to brooding tomboy 
Joey Potter, played by 
Katie Holmes (who was 
clearly intended to 
be the series' star). 
Unlike her high-cheek- 
boned, prominently 
foreheaded castmates. 
however, only Williams 
has demonstrated 
the instincts needed 
to survive outside 
of fictional Capeslde, 
Massachusetts. 

In person, she has the 
tastes and the disposition 
of a stereotypical indle- 
rocker, still reminiscing 

about that great Smog concert she just saw and enthusing over the new Cat Power record. "I'm 
really drawn to sadness and loneliness," she says, "in music and in people." So it's fitting that she's 
costarring in this month's long-awaited Prozac Nation, the adaptation of Elizabeth Wurtzel's bru- 
tally honest memoir about youth and depression. The film casts Christina Ricci as the volatile 
Harvard undergrad and Williams as Ruby, her best friend and college roommate who is eventu- 
ally driven away by Wurtzel's anger and madness— alternately dragging Wurtzel to the hospital 
for help and threatening to kill the aspiring author herself. 

Still, Williams, who devoured the print version of Prozac Nation long before signing on to the 
movie, sees the film as a redemptive experience for viewers like her, offering more realistic role 
models than those provided by teenage soap operas. "It's a rotten time to be a girl right now, 
and the media makes it harder," she says. "Every girl who read that book is waiting for the movie. 
For me, the struggle for health— for mental health— is what makes it so compelling." 

Though it's not yet available as a novel at your local Barnes & Noble, Williams' own life story 
is equally gripping: Raised in rural Montana before moving to California, she was legally emanci- 
pated from her parents at age 15 for professional as well as emotional reasons. The lack of 
family supervision and the freedom it brought may have contributed to some of her more daring 
career choices, even after Dawson's Creek was an established hit: She played a sexually 
adventurous college student In HBO's If These Walls Could Talk 2 and a trailer-park Lolita in the 
off-Broadway play Killer Joe, a role that required brief nudity. "Some people have morality 
clauses In their contract," she says. "I must not." But she's not desperate to shed her clothes 
just to prove she can play an adult. "I don't intentionally look for roles that are different from 
Jen so I can divorce myself from her," she explains. "But I feel like the films I've made are more 
reflective of me." 

So perhaps Williams isn't all that disappointed to see Dawson's Creek — which she likens to 
"making a teen movie nine months a year" — run dry, if only for the opportunity to find some 
solitude.

Eric Idle has written best- 
selling books and com- 
posed hit songs and probably makes a 
really smashing blancmange, but for 
some reason he is best remembered as 
a member of Monty Python's Flying 
Circus, a comedy troupe beloved by at 
least three people. The British expat, 
now a resident of Los Angeles, is about 
to release The Rutland Isles, a distinctly 
Fython-esque album lampooning travel 
documentaries. So let's hit the road! 

Why is it always Brits hosting these travel 
shows? The British make great travelers. 
They've spent most of their time trying 
to get off the fucking island. That's why 
they took the Empire. People went 
abroad, found there was pleasant 
weather, and stayed. Also, because 
they grew up in boarding schools, the 
English take hardship and deprivation 
very well. They're always like, "Oh, I've 
had worse." 

Your song "Always Look on the Bright Side 
of Life" (from Monty Python's Life ot Brian) 
is supposedly very popular at British 
funerals.

I think we were the com- 
edy equivalent of the rock'n'roll of the 
times— we were doing in our medium 
what the Beatles were doing in theirs. 
So I've come to terms with that — 
through a lot of expensive therapy.

It was a fixture with 
my old man, and it still Is. I was into the fact that it's all about the road. 
It s like the school of hard-rockln', except It's not hard and It Isn't 
rockin'. I look back on the hundreds of times I've heard it, and I real- 
ize I'm cursed to live on the road as well. But it's a beautiful curse." 

B. VARIOUS ARTISTS EASTERN FRONT. VOL. II (ENIGMA/EASTERN FRONT. 
1982) "This is a live punk-rock compilation. It's got the Lewd and Chan- 
nel 3, and I liked it so much that I ended up buying it twice. I really liked 
the cover, which was like the famous Iwo Jima photo, but with the Amer- 
ican flag replaced by the Rising Sun. I grew up near Palm Springs, Cali- 
fornia, and there was one record store, called Record Alley, that would 
carry anything. When you bought something there, it felt like your little 
secret, since it might have been the only copy they'd ordered." 

C. G.B.H CITY BABY ATTACKED BY RATS (CLAY, 1982) "Along with Never 
Again by Discharge, this to me is very melodic but heavier than heavy 
metal. It was heavy and fast, and the production was so raw that I just 
knew it was real. You know, I never really listened to metal. When I was 
in Kyuss (in the early '90s), people assumed we were into Black Sab- 
bath, but I hadn't really heard those bands. I followed the punk-rock- 
guilt rules— you can't listen to anything else. I wanted to be able to 
claim that I'd never heard the music that supposedly influenced me." 

D. BLACK FLAG MY WAR (.SSI. 1983) "One of the things about SST bands 
is that each one sounded completely different, and that really per- 
meated our scene. If you sounded like any other band in our town — 
or any other town— you were ridiculed. It became a hellbent search 
for originality. I loved Black Flag's Jealous Again and Damaged, but 
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it was My War that really summarized Kyuss' approach to punk." 

E. NIRVANA BLEACH (SUB POP, 1989) "By 1989, it seemed like punk rock 
had sort of died, and I thought Nirvana were picking up where Black 
Flag and G.B.H had left off. I remember thinking I didn't want my band 
to sound anything like Nirvana because they had set the bar so high. 
I didn't want to get too close." 

F. IGGY POP LUST FOR LIFE (RCA. 1 977) "I heard Lusf for Life, and it actu- 
ally made me quit Kyuss. I listened to if obsessively for two and a half 
years, and at the end I thought, 'There are just way too many bands out 
there, and if you want to know what I have to say. just listen to this 
record. It's all here.' I sort of went backward with Iggy Pop, and eventu- 
ally I got to the Stooges' Raw Power, which I still think is the craziest- 
sounding record ever. Take any band that says they're raw, play them 
Raw Power, and they'll sound like the biggest pussies of all time." 

G. CAN CANNIBALISM I (SPOON/MUTE. 1978) "So I began writing this 
angular, robotic guitar stuff, and I started to wonder if anyone had ever 
done that before, which is how I discovered Can. Their drummer was 
so straight and so groovy, and they'd play one note for six minutes, 
which I realized is actually hard to do. It used to be disheartening for me 
to discover that someone had already done something I was doing, 
but at this point in my life, I just wanted to do things I liked. So hearing 
Can revitalized the search. It was like an endorsement." 

H. BJORK HOMOGENIC (ELEKTRA. 1997) "This is where I realized. 'Wow. 
in the modern age of music, you can have a 53-piece symphony, 
someone playing champagne glasses, and a guy playing a nose 
flute, and you can still sound bedutiful. Genres mean nothing.' It 
really made us push ourselves in Queens." 

I. WEEN CHOCOLATE AND CHEESE (ELEKTRA, 1994) "I think Ween are so 
underrated. They have a casual arrogance and a disrespect for 
genres. Chocolate and Cheese has lots of eclectic, schizo songwritlng 
jumps, but Ween never say We're just kidding.' The realization that 
they're not joking was very frightening at first. They used to be on 
Elektra like Kyuss were, and we both had this philosophy of 'Let's take 
all the money they'll foolishly give us.'" ■

nutjob/genlus dub producer's first true solo outing 
matches the usual cartoon mixes (mooing cows, 
outsize cymbal crashes, James Brown bathroom 
grunts) with off-key covers and questionable 
health advice ("Service your body— drink some 
fish teal").

LINTON KWESI JOHNSON BASS CULTURE (ISLAND, 
1980) Reggae's Chuck D drops poli-scl poetry over 
a dub-wlse Bomb Squad led by bass master 
Dennis Bovell.

THE CONGOS HEART OF THE CONGOS (1977, 
BLOOD 8c FIRE, 1996) Soul-fired Old Testament verse 
that sounds like it's emanating from the Earth's 
core.

Than Tough 

Joe Strummer was the soul-rebel idealist who gave 
punk a cause

IT WAS FITTING THAT HIS FINAL LONDON GIG WAS A CONTROVERSIAL 
benefit for union workers. Though Joe Strummer will be remembered 
for generations as the singer/songwriter of the historic punk band the 
Clash, he will remain beloved for his humble, restless Idealism. Born 
John Graham Mellor in 1952, In Ankara, Turkey, a British diplomat's son 
who became a worldly pop star, Strummer never forgot the people 
beside him every day on the street. He chose his everyman stage 
name because he saw himself as a folk singer spitting raw information 
and emotion. 

When I first met Strummer in 1976, he was squatting In an old 
ice-cream factory with Clash bassist Paul Simonon (who was spray- 
painting incendiary slogans on the band's thrift-store clothes). And 
despite his later success, Strummer never lost that youthful grit. "He 
was a musician making a difference to the world — that's why Joe 
dying young is so tragic," says music writer, artist, and ex-Clash man- 
ager Caroline Coon. "With all today's political activity, we needed 
his voice to be out there, like a Dylan or Bob Marley-type figure." At 
that November 15 London concert, Strummer spoke out in support of 
the national firefighters strike — staunchly opposed by Prime Minister 
Tony Blair; he also reunited with songwriting partner and Clash 
singer/guitarist Mick Jones (Strummer fired Jones in 1983, a move that 
led to the band's demise three years later). Ending their set with the 
seething Clash anthem "London's Burning," Strummer and Jones 
brought down the house. 

"We had a really nice night," says Jones. "He was very happy with 
his family, and he was proud of what he was doing with his band (the 
Mescaleros, which Strummer formed in 1999). He was continuing. He 
carried on. It's a lesson to us all." 

Strummer, 50, was keeping busy at the time of his death last 
December 22. He had been collaborating with Bono on the Nelson 
Mandela tribute song "48864" for a South African AIDS fundraiser; he'd 
finished his third Mescaleros album for Hellcat (the label run by Ran- 
cid's Tim Armstrong, a Clash devotee); and he was preparing to play 
at the Clash's Induction into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame this month. 
Strummer was still so vital that when he returned to his Somerset, Eng- 
land, farmhouse after walking his dog, sat down in the kitchen, and 
died (of cardiac arrest), it was a total shock to family and fans. He left 
behind two daughters by longtime ex-partner Gaby and a step- 
daughter from wife Lucinda. 

On their early single "1977," the Clash chanted, "No Elvis, Beatles, 
or the Rolling Stonesl" and their manifesto was to smash the elitism of 
'60s rockers who had lost touch with depressed, working-class Eng-

land. "(It was) a message to the rebels," Strummer told Spin in 2001 . 
"You can do it. Don't ever give up. And get off your ass. If you've 
got the spirit, you can do anything." Strummer lived that credo. He 
started as a musician by busking in tube stations (with future 
Mescaleros fiddler Tymon Dogg); and during the Clash era, he regu- 
larly let fans ride on the bus and crash in his hotel room. "He loved 
staying up, smoking a spllff , drinking brandy, and reasoning (Jamaican 
patois for discussing)," recalls friend and writer Chris Salewicz. 

In Strummer's honor, 52,000 fans at a Newcastle United-Liverpool 
soccer match strictly observed a minute's silence. A huge funeral 
cortege led by a fire truck wound through Strummer's old multiracial, 
boho London neighborhood, Ladbroke Grove (passing the former 
Elgin pub where he started his first band, the 101 'ers). Ladbroke was a 
crucial influence on Strummer — the Clash anthem "White Riot" was 
inspired by local battles between West Indian revelers and police at 
the 1976 Notting Hill Carnival. He was also a regular at the neighbor- 
hood's Jamaican shebeens (after-hours reggae parties). Throughout 
their career, the Clash were always open to reggae, ska, dub, and 
hip-hop, and those sounds became Integral to their own music. 

During Strummer's sometimes painful wilderness years after the Clash 
self-combusted, he worked In movies by directors Alex Cox (.Straight to 
Hell) and Jim Jarmusch (Mystery Train) and became interested in '90s 
rave culture. He remained a voracious music fan, and his notorious 
Glastonbury Festival encampments hosted everyone from London's 
haute bohemia (like artist Damien Hirst) to lads from the local pub. 

But it was Strummer's influence during punk's first flash that will 
never be forgotten. "When I saw the Clash pick up guitars, I picked up 
a camera," says filmmaker Don Letts, Strummer's close friend. "His 
energy was infectious. He could make anyone do anything. That 
kind of life force is a precious commodity. " ■ 
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Serious music fans are, by nature, passionate, soulful sorts who actively seek out truth, beauty, and spiritual transcendence. But we are also a little obsessive 
about our love of music. Okay, a lot obsessive. All right, obsessive enough to alienate most of our friends and family. Or to prevent us from having friends or 
family. Or to get us placed on various mood-stabilizing medications. Or maybe even get us a job at Spin'. But, really, what's more fun than sitting around 
somebody's trashy bedroom, dorm room, or studio apartment, trying to decide which films are the best to play in synch with, say, Rush's 21 12 {Willy Wonka 
and the Chocolate Factory}) or the Pixies' Surfer Rosa (The Rocky Horror Picture Show\)7 You know, stuff like that. So, since it's a sleepy time for the pop- 
music biz, we thought, what the hell? Let's justify our useless yet endlessly fascinating abundance of rock-trivia knowledge. Hence, the List Issue. Please know 
that this was a labor of love (and obsession). But remember: It's not science — it's drinking. Cheers. Still-life photographs by Kenji Toma

THE VELVET UNDERGROUND & NICO, the Velvet Underground (Verve, 1 967) 

If your band aspires to be "difficult," seeks to force people to "confront" something, or features an attractive-in-a-weird-way 
female vocalist who can't really sing (and therefore sings perfectly), this is why. The Velvet Underground were the first rock band to 
be artfully abstruse on purpose: Defined as much by John Cale's sonic abrasion as Lou Reed's gutter-junk poetry, this album 
bridged the gap between high and low culture, and it's a bridge countless bookishly sexy rock bands walk to this day. 
INFLUENCED: David Bowie, Television, R.EM, Sonic Youth, the Jesus and Mary Chain, Galaxie 500/Luna, Pavement, Mazzy Star, 
Yo La Tengo, the Strokes 

FUN HOUSE, the Stooges (Elektra, 1 970) 

The Stooges didn't play fast enough to have invented punk rock, but their blooze-steeped second album is as powerful a white 
riot as rock'n'roll has ever produced. Bassist Dave Alexander and drummer Scott Asheton swung harder than fellow Michigan 
proto-punker Ty Cobb, while brother Ron Asheton 's guitar bled all over everything. And then, of course, there was singer/lunatic 
Iggy Stooge (later Pop), aching to stick it deep inside on the incomparable "Loose" but patient enough to ride the seven-minute slow 
groove of "Dirt." Before Fun House, every acne-ridden garage band wanted to be the Yardbirds. Three decades later, garage rock 
is still the house that Ig built. INFLUENCED: Ramones, the Sex Pistols, Black Flag, the White Stripes, the Vines 

BLACK SABBATH, Black Sabbath (Warner Bros., 1970) 

Everybody knows about Black Sab's imprint on metal. There are only eight or nine truly heavy riffs in the entire universe, and 
Sabbath guitarist Tony lommi came up with at least three of them. But the influence of Black Sabbath stretches far beyond the 
brutal simplicity of its power chords — it's essentially the first stoner-rock record (just listen to the wall of distortion on "N.I.B.") 
and definitely the first goth record (just stare at the creepy cover the next time you're high). INFLUENCED: Van Halen, Ministry, 
the Sisters of Mercy, Metallica, Alice in Chains, Soundgarden, Nirvana, Queens of the Stone Age, Cypress Hill, Spinal Tap 

WHAT'S GOING ON, Marvin Gaye (Motown, 1971) 

By the dawn of the '70s, Marvin Gaye had already notched countless hits for Motown, including 1968's "I Heard It Through the 
Grapevine." But he still butted heads with label boss Berry Gordy over this record, a song cycle that ruminated on the turmoil of 
the Vietnam era while riding on a cloud of classical orchestration. Gordy blinked, and Gaye's bid for creative control set a prece- 
dent that would allow other artists, notably Stevie Wonder, to emerge from the shadows of Motown. Massively ambitious in both 
form and content, What's Going On remains a touchstone for hip-hop and R&B artists willing to fight for their right to get deep. 
INFLUENCED: Earth Wind & Fire, D'Angelo, Erykah Badu, OutKast, Common 

AUTOBAHN, Kraftwerk (Philips/Vertigo, 1974) 

Nattily dressed, classically trained Germans, Kraftwerk couldn't actually become robots, but their sleek, synthetic "robot pop" 
changed everything. Before Kraftwerk, rock prized the idea of soul above all else; Autobahn was proudly inorganic music that 
nonetheless dealt with deeply human issues, reflecting technology's capacity to simultaneously liberate and alienate. Every time a 
contemporary musician makes his laptop cry synthetic tears, you can hear the echo of this album's bleeps. INFLUENCED: Devo, 
the Cars, the Human League, Depeche Mode, Nine Inch Nails, Afrika Bambaataa, 2 Live Crew, all Detroit techno, the Chemical 
Brothers, Daft Punk, Radiohead 

RAMONES, Ramones (Sire, 1976) 

Listening to "Blitzkrieg Bop," the first song on the Ramones' first album, is like watching the atom split. With one lightning-bolt riff, 
these New York outer-borough goofballs saved rock from itself and punk rock from art-gallery pretension, bless their pointy little 
heads. But what really makes this record great is that the Ramones really believed they were writing pop songs, filtered through their 
own outsider-geek ethos but modeled on the AM-radio hits they sincerely loved. Ramones is proof that bubblegum doesn't lose 
its flavor on the sidewalk overnight. INFLUENCED: the Clash, the Sex Pistols, Buzzcocks, Black Flag, Green Day, Eddie Vedder, 
Sum 41 , the Donnas, anyone who lacked the patience to learn more than three chords 

QUEENS OF NOISE, the Runaways (Mercury, 1977) 

You can find better albums than Queens of Noise (in fact, you might be able to find ten better albums at most garage sales). 
But the Runaways' influence transcends their rudimentary riffing; they weren't the first female rock band, but they were the 
first female rawk band. Sure, they started out as a construct dreamed up by producer/songwriter Kim Fowley, but they defined 
themselves by getting out from under his thumb, and two Runaways went on to become the premier independent women of 
punk (Joan Jett) and metal (Lita Ford). INFLUENCED: the Go-Go's, Pat Benatar, Bangles, L7, Bikini Kill, Hole, Veruca Salt, 
Sleater- Kinney, the Donnas, Kittie 
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UNKNOWN PLEASURES, Joy Division (Factory, 1 979) 

The postpunk implosion started here — and never really stopped. Inspired by the industrial rhythms of their blighted factory 
hometown of Manchester, England, Joy Division freed your ass while shackling your mind. Bassist Peter Hook pounded out furi- 
ous dispatches from the upper register, soon-to-be-late singer Ian Curtis hung out in the abyss, and producer Martin Hannett 
made the music sound so icy and crystalline that you just knew it would fade in the dawn's early light. INFLUENCED: the 
Smiths, the Cure, R.E.M., Interpol 

DAMAGED, Black Flag (SST, 1981) 

These Hermosa Beach, California, bums helped birth the U.S. hardcore scene and launched the cottage industry that is Henry Rollins, 
but that's almost beside the point. Damaged was a bona fide rock'n'roll masterstroke, funny and feral, self-mocking even as it nod- 
ded to a burgeoning community. From the cover image — which many mistook as fascist — to the songs extolling the pleasures of 
watching TV and getting fucked up. Damaged begged to be misunderstood. As such, it became the benchmark for a new form of 
suburban alienation. Soon enough, bands filled with angry self-haters were popping up coast to coast. And skateboarding became 
a crime. INFLUENCED: Meat Puppets. Nirvana, Bad Religion, the Offspring. Blink- 182, Pennywise, Queens of the Stone Age 

RUN-D.M.C, Run-D.M.C. (Profile, 1984) 

Long before they dusted off Aerosmith and made rap metal possible, Run-D.M.C. made rap hard, stripping it down to nothing 
but steel wheels, gold chains, and brass balls. As the link between hip-hop's old and new schools, they took their genre out of 
the disco and into your living room, which means they're arguably the reason people in Malaysia and Holland know what "rap" 
means and inarguably the reason everyone from Korn to your little brother rocks shell-toe Adidas. As important to the develop- 
ment of the music as electricity or vinyl, they made everything possible. (R.I. P., Jay.) INFLUENCED: Beastie Boys, Public Enemy, 
Ump Bizkit, everyone else who picked up a microphone after them 

STRAIGHT OUTTA COMPTON, N.W.A (Ruthless/Priority, 1988) 

Before intra-homie strife and the departure of key player Ice Cube sapped their strength. N.W.A were the world's most dangerous 
band: a crew of magnetically hostile rappers breathing down white America's neck over producer Dr. Dre's raw-nerved funk. 
Although Eazy-E bankrolled the group's initial releases with dope money, N.W.A weren't the street reporters they claimed to be. and 
Compton is more audio blaxploitation than ghetto CNN. But even if the blood on their hands was really ketchup, their rage was real, 
and hip-hop provocateurs are still struggling to trump this murder-rap landmark. INFLUENCED: the L.A. riots, Snoop Dogg. 
Tupac Shakur. Master P, Quentin Tarantino, Eminem, white people who use the term "beeatch" 

ENERGY, Operation Ivy (Lookout!, 1989) 

You might not have heard of them, but for many of the bands you love, Operation Ivy meant as much as the Ramones. These hyper- 
political East Bay punks were as enamored of 2-Tone ska bands (the Specials, the Selecter) as the Clash were of reggae, and they used 
the music to similar ends — as thematic inspiration and sonic fuel. Op Ivy threw reverence to the wind and juiced the music with the 
frenetic rhythms of American hardcore. Their debut, Energy, was released after the band broke up (guitarist Tim "Unt" Armstrong and 
bassist Matt Freeman went on to form Rancid) and was the most important artifact of the scene around Berkeley's legendary Gilman 
Street all-ages club. INFLUENCED: Green Day, No Doubt, Sublime, 31 1 , Rage Against the Machine, Blink-182 

NO DEPRESSION, Uncle Tupelo (Rockville, 1990) 

Uncle Tupelo built on the idea that punk rock was American roots music just as much as Merle Haggard. Working the graveyard 
shift at the supermarket was like working in the factory. Getting drunk was getting drunk. Being broke was being broke. And while 
trying to shake your postadolescent ennui isn't the same as fleeing the Depression (a connection the band made on this album's 
title track, a cover of a Carter Family standard), songwriters Jay Farrar and Jeff Tweedy — later of Son Volt and Wilco, respec- 
tively — were so sure-handed that even the most dubious truths seemed self-evident. INFLUENCED: Whiskeytown/Ryan Adams, 
Palace Brothers. Drive-By Truckers 

RAGE AGAINST THE MACHINE, Rage Against the Machine (Epic, 1 992) 

Rage Against the Machine didn't invent rap rock — that was Run-D.M.C. But they're the first rap-rock band that rocked as hard as 
it rapped. On their self-titled debut, Tom Morello's Zepplified riffocity and Zack de la Rocha's Chuck D-with-a-head-cold agit rap 
never really fused, and the clash of their respective voices spawned a new genre. We'll pay you a shiny new quarter if you can find 
a single moment of actual melody on this record, but tension and skull-cracking energy abound. INFLUENCED: Korn, Limp Bizkit, 
Deftones, ROD., Kid Rock, At the Drive-In 




DIARY, Sunny Day Real Estate (Sub Pop, 1994) 

Emo's mix of wailing punk guitars and crybaby vocals originated in the late 1 980s, when Washington, D.C. , bands like Embrace and 
Rites of Spring traded hardcore hard-assedness for introspection and slower tempos. But if you're listening to emo today, the bands 
you're listening to sound more like Sunny Day Real Estate. Diary, the Seattle foursome's debut album, tempered hardcore's 
jagged rhythms with indie-rock guitar swirl while singer Jeremy Enigk (a world-class screamer who knew when to dial it down) 
confessed the black-hoodie blues, providing sensitive high-schoolers with yearbook quotes for days. INFLUENCED: Modest 
Mouse, the Promise Ring, the Get Up Kids, Jimmy Eat World, Dashboard Confessional, Cursive

The problem with nu 
metal is that nothing stays 
nu forever. Fledgling rap- 
rock bands are still prac- 

ticing their down-tuned 

riffage in garages across America even 
as we speak, daydreaming about how 
they'll decorate the rumpus room in 
their MTV crib. But the genre's not the 
commercial juggernaut it used to be. 
Even stalwarts like Korn have had trou- 
ble mustering their target audience 



away from the Xbox and into the 
record store. Maybe it's just that 
Generation Bizkit is growing up and 
seeking out music that's a little less 
thuggish, a little less hopeless. 

Enter AFI — or. as their mothers know 
them, A Fire Inside. The Ukiah. 
California, quartet's sixth album, Sing 
the Sorrow, is as big and slick a rock 
record as you're likely to hear all year. 
But it also feels like a fresh start. 
Retaining nu metal's mosh-friendly 
sonic whomp, the band replace the 
genre's pervasive despair with open- 
hearted punk uplift. Sorrow just may 



rally metaldom's fragmenting con- 
stituency under a brand-new banner. 

AFI started out as an archetypal 
Northern California punk band. They 
trafficked in speedy hardcore, played 
songs with titles like "I Wanna Mohawk 
(But My Mom Won't Let Me Get One)." 
performed at underground venues like 
Berkeley's 924 Gilman Street, and 
ended up recording for the Nitro label, 
run by Offspring singer Dexter Holland. 
But they've been through some signifi- 
cant lineup changes over the years. 
Mono-monikered Hunter is their second 
bassist; guitarist/co-songwriter Jade 
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Puget joined with 1999's Black 
Sails in the Sunset. That record- 
arid its follow-up. 2000's The Art 
of Drowning— found the band 
moving further from hardcore 
values and closer to a moodier 
sound: goth punk heavy on 
religious imagery. 

But aside from "Miseria 
Cantare (The Beginning)," a pon- 
derous overture that could be a 
WWE entrance theme, and singer 
Davey Havok's flowing black 
locks, makeup, and wardrobe, 
there's nothing particularly goth 
about AFI this time around. The 
product of fist-raising punk sing- 
alongs, Havok's voice is clear, 
strong, and very Offspring. Along 
with Puget's thick guitar and a 
reasonably deft rhythm section, 
the music goes well beyond 
thick-necked ka-chunk-ka- 
chunk. That said, AFI's punk-rock 
past is more felt than heard; 
there are few nods to their hard- 
core roots. Sorrow is a bold, 
overt bid for mass significance — 
the band enlisted producer 
Butch Vig, the go-to guy for '90s 
grunge, to help them make their 
leap from Warped Tour to AOR, 
but Sorrow's sweep brings to 
mind Vig's work on Smashing 
Pumpkins' Siamese Dream, not 
Nirvana's Nevermind. 

This doesn't mean Havok has 



left blue moods behind. But 
even this record's darkest 
moments sound hopeful. "The 
Leaving Song Pt. 2" channels its 
emotional bloodletting ("Break 
doooooown / And cease all 
feeling / Burn now / What once 
was breathing") into a weirdly 
bright shout-along chorus. On 
'Silver and Cold," Puget's surg- 
ing, martial riffology lets Havok 
sell a line like "Your sins into me / 
As a rapturous voice escapes / 
I will tremble a prayer / And I'll 
beg for forgiveness" as if it's an 
academy fight song. The 
album's first single, "Girl's Not 
Grey," is the closest thing to retro 
threads: Over glossy, churning 
guitars, Havok seeks rebirth in the 
blankest slate he can find: 
"What follows will swallow whole / 
What follows has led me to this 
place / Where I belong / With 
all erased." 

Well, all is never erased. But if 
nu metal's pity party really is 
tapping its last keg, maybe that 
end is a new beginning. And 
with Sing the Sorrow. AFI could 
do some serious nation-building 
from the rubble of Fred Durst's 
crumbling empire.

If you were taking 
an undergraduate 
class on the music 
of Everclear, you 
would eventually 
come to two con- 
clusions. The first is 
that you're proba- 
bly never going to 
get a job, The second is that Art 
Alexakis is a storyteller in the tradi- 
tion of Garrison Keillor, Spalding 
Gray, and that dude from Puddle 
of Mudd. The finest Everclear 
songs— "Santa Monica," "A.M. 
Radio," "Father of Mine," and 
maybe six or seven others — are 
hyper-specific first-person narra- 
tives. It's impossible to think that 
Alexakis' songs can (or should) 
apply to anyone else, because 
they aren't metaphors at all. That 
might seem like a complaint, but 
It's actually a compliment, since 
specifically personal art is always 
a bunch of lies (and lies are what 
creativity really is). 

On Slow Motion Daydream, 
Alexakis best displays his craft on 
"Volvo Driving Soccer Mom," in 
which he describes the plight of 
formerly naughty girls who got 
"gang-banged in the bathroom" 
at their high-school proms but 
now drive their bratty suburban 
kids to Republican fundraisers. 
Musically, Everclear sound almost 
exactly the same as when they 
signed with Capitol in 1995: punk, 
profoundly polished. But the 
details Alexakis sprinkles into the 
mix keep things interesting; he 
knows how to write sentences 
people will remember. The 
divorce-trauma exorcism "TV 
Show" breaks no ground con- 
tent-wise, but lines like "I drive 
around in the neighborhood / 
I wanna lose my house" are both 
novelistically vivid and heart- 
tuggingly childlike. 

Sadly, aside from the over- 
driven Weezer metal of 
"Blackjack," there's not a pre- 
ponderance of skull-pumping 
power on Slow Motion 
Daydream — mid-tempo rockers 
rule the day. And while some of 
Alexakis' attempts at social criti- 
cism make Michael Moore look

like the definition of subtlety, 
Alexakis' bullshit is mostly evoca- 
tive and mature (and even 
when it isn't, it's still catchy). Like 
most Everclear records, this is a 
solid, well-constructed testament 
to the healing power of cranki- 
ness. And that's closer to great- 
ness than most bands that try to 
seem interesting by telling you 
how sad they used to be.

To his credit, Robinson doesn't 
try to give the band's panicked 
punk a radio-friendly makeover;

Opener "Guitarmy" Is 37 seconds 
of pure rage; "Do you remember 
rawwwwwaaaahhhkkkkV seems 
to be the main idea. "Every 
Breath Is a Bomb" slows to a gal- 
lop just long enough to set the 
hook on fire.

Things 
didn't quite work out that way, but 
today, the former crown prince of 
indieland enjoys a more enviable 
afterlife than Trent Reznor and 
Tupac Shakur combined: lounging 
around his Portland, Oregon, 
house, hanging out with his girl- 
friend, reading highbrow novels, 
playing lots of guitar, and padding 
his ass with royalty checks from 
that deluxe reissue of Slanted & 
Enchanted— a Utopia of one. 

But the preeminent intellectual 
rocker of his era isn't wasting his 
post-Pavement tenure receding 
into leafy obscurity. Pig Lib is both 
the loopiest music Malkmus has 
ever made and the most direct, a 
grown-up slacker travelogue 
that's long-strange-trip zonked-out 
like Thomas Pynchon's Vineland 
and warm-and-fuzzy folksy like 
Fairport Convention's What We 
Did on Our Holidays. 

"Now it's all so straight and nar- 
row / And the skeptics rule the 
nation." he laments over languid 
beard rock on "Witch Mountain 



Bridge." It's one of many songs on 
which Malkmus indulges his 
increasingly prominent, increas- 
ingly awesome fixation on the 
misty-mountain geetar wizardry of 
early-'70s British prog rock. On "1% 
of One," he beseeches us in the 
voice of a flouncy art-rocker, as if 
his utopia is really a cozy castle 
where he can eat venison, read 
Tennyson, and have Syd Barrett 
over for mushroom tea. 

But like his 2000 solo debut, the 
album is best when Malkmus trusts 
his God-given gift for easy tunes 
and wiseacre wit. unfolding 
generous, often hilarious tales of 
middle-class romance — the 
summer-internship shenanigans 
of "Vanessa From Queens." the 
bizarre love quadrangle of "Craw 
Song." His characters are lost and 
lovable, like '00s versions of '60s 
burnouts. They're sweet and tender 
kids who've slouched out of the 
Clinton era with little to console 
them but their good looks and the 
delusion that 32 isn't too old to still 
be on your parents' health plan. 
The skeptics may rule the nation, 
but here's a little spot where those 
silent kids can feel 27 again, at least

But like any good mix 
tape, it's self-revealing (by a "forty-four-year-old 
who lives in North London and likes Nelly Furtado 
and Bruce Springsteen"), smart about its passions 
(old soul, classic rock, singer/songwriters), unapolo- 
getic about its blind spots (hip-hop. dance music), 
and periodically heartrending. It also confirms how 
much of Hornby's music-geek classic High Fidelity 
was memoir — as if a normal person could've made 
that shit up.

Can Britpop save itself? 

Besides dumb names and vaguely 
psychedelic leanings, what these 
two bands have in common is the 
challenge they face: infusing the 
stagnant Britpop scene with fresh 
sounds. The Coral, six Merseyside, 
England, youths between the ages 
of 18 and 21 , help the cause by 
plundering 1960s Los Angeles folk 
rock, which is innovative insofar as 
no English band seems to have 
thought of it yet. 

The most British thing about the 
Coral is the premium they place 
on melody and harmony. Rich in 
minor-key melancholia, twangy 
reverb, and retro keyboards, 
"Dreaming of You" and 
"Goodbye" could be dusty AM 
hits ghostwritten by Radiohead 

What's most British about the 
Music, on the other hand, is their 
tendency to try way too hard. 
Singer Robert Harvey howls like 
Robert Plant in a too-tight cod- 
piece, and the band crank up 
their guitars to sound like a gale- 
force wind. The rhythms occa- 
sionally achieve Chemical 
Brothers mass, and "Disco" — a 
pileup of apocalyptic blues riffs, 
wah-wah guitar, and spastic 
yelping— is admirable, though it 
takes three minutes to go any- 
where. While boilerplate head- 
bangers like "Float" and "The 
People" try for the rockers-on- 
Ecstasy frenzy of the first Stone 
Roses album, they come off 
more like outtakes from the 
Roses' wanky second album.

best ShOtS By Richard Gehr 

The Contortions were 
the most awe-inspiring 
of the late-'70s New 
York bands gathered 
under the No Wave 
banner; they were also, 
for various reasons, the 
most despised. While 
other leading art 
punks like Mars. DNA, 
and Teenage Jesus & 
the Jerks wore their 
lack of instrumental 
ability with pride, the 
Contortions were an 
unsettling blend of the raw and the cooked. Leader 
James Chance was an avant-soul singer who played 
alto sax with hostile authority over a rhythm section 
that could take you to the bridge, then toss you over 
the guardrail. 

Yet the band's studio frenzy was tame compared to its 
stage act. Chance attacked audiences, both figuratively 
and literally, mixing overblown solos with kicks and punches 
that actually hurt. "I was kind of in an altered state during 
those shows." Chance recalls, adding that his demon- 
Sinatra image was crafted in part by his manager and lover. 
Anya Phillips, who died of cancer in 1981 . 

The early Contortions tracks that appeared on Brian 
Eno's seminal No New York compilation are conspicuously 
absent from Irresistible Impulse, an otherwise commanding 
box set collecting four albums, the Grutzi Elvis EP, and vari- 
ous live and unreleased items. As pungently funky and off- 
kilter as it was in 1979, Buy the Contortions remains a minor 
masterpiece of high-wire nihilism, low-rent excitement, and 
cutting-edge minstrelsy. 

When his label asked him to record a disco album, the 
result was 1979's Off White, credited to James White and 
the Blacks. "I didn't like much actual (disco) music," says 
Chance, "but I liked the idea of hypnotic drone music that 
created a complete environment." Tunes such as "White 
Savages." "Almost Black," and "White Devil" probably 
make Off White the first great conceptual dance album, 
and its free-jazz, disco-punk frenzy can still shatter your mir- 
ror ball. After recording Sax Maniac in 1982. Chance 
leaned even further blackward on Flaming Demonics. 
With its Ellington covers and Fela Kuti-inspired vamps, the 
album's raw eccentricity and new lineup probably won 
Chance few converts. But once you've paved the way for 
bands from the Red Hot Chili Peppers to the Rapture, who 
needs converts? ■
